[ am wniting concerming the recent rules adopted by the FCC regarding the national Do
Not Call Registry (CG docket No 02-278, adopted Tune 26, 2003, and released on July 3,
2003) As you are aware, these rules have to apply the federal “do not call” (DNC)
standards to mfrastate calls. and have the effect of nullitying state laws that do not meet
the federal requirements. As the chief House sponsor of the Illinois Restricted Call
Registry Act, [ am strongly opposed to this action by the FCC, and I urge the FCC to
reconstder this element of the DNC rules

The [llinots Restricted Call Registry Act (Public Act 92-795) was crafted over the course
of several years with input from a wide array of legislators on both sidcs of the aisle and
other interested parties including the 1llinois Attorney General and the AARP, Asa
result ol a long and arduous process, 11linois has enacted a well-thought-out statute that
will allow consumers to stop the annoyance created by sophisticated telemarketing
operations. while preserving other essential communications, such as allowing calls to
consumers to set up an appointment to conduct a business transaction. For example, the
IITino1s law would allow a real estate agent to contact a homeowner on behalf of an
interested buyer to see 1f the homecowner 1s interested in meeting to discuss an offer to
purchasc  l'o my knowledge. therc is no outcry from the citizenry about this type of
legiimate and important business communication — and yct the FCC rule would nullity
this disunction i Tliness law and ban such calls to persons on the DNC registry.

In short. lllinos has enacted a strong yet balanced statute that was passed unanimously
by the House and the Senate and signed by the Governor. The btll had widespread input
and support from a variety of lcgislators, regulatory agencies, and public interest groups,
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and even includes provisions o ensure that the [llinois law will mesh with the federal
DNC registry.

[ strongly urge the FCC to reconsider its recently proposed rule and allow States to enact
and enforce laws on behalf of. and with the support of, the State’s citizens regarding
telcphone calls made within the State’s boundaries.
